PIRATES’ VICTIM, MAYBE. 


New Light on Death of Young Man 
Found in Sound. 


Special to The New York Times. 

’ MAMARONECK, Oct. 3.—Two weeks ago 
the body of Arthur Nichols, a young man 
of this village, was found in the Sound at 
the foot of Mamaroneck Avenue. At the 
time it was supposed that he had been 
@rowned accidentally. A rowboat was 
found beside the body’ and its painter was 
wound around his leg. The Coroner and 
physicians who examined the body were 
of the opinion that the young man in get- 
ting into the boat had caught his foot in 
the rope and‘tripped overboard. 

The matter was dropped until it was 
learned to-day that people in the neighbor- 
hood had heard cries on the night Nichols 
is supposed to have been drowned, This 


has led the police to suspect that Nichols 
may*have met his death at the hands of 
some of the pirates who have been robbing 
the yachts along the Sound between Green- 
wich and New Rochelle, and they are now 
making an investigation. 

The thieves have been operating along 
the Sound for nearly a month. They looted 
the Gagship of the New Rochelle Yacht 
Club, owned by Commodore Donovan, and 
half a dozen yachts of the Morrisania Yacht

GURNEY NOT DRIVING AUTO. 


J. E. Schermerhorn’s Son at Wheel 
When Arrest Was Made. 


LENOX, Mass., Oct. 3.—The latest phas3 
of the Gurney incident is the announcement 
that the British Embassy Secretary was 
not at the wheel of his automobile when 
it was overhauled by Deputy Sheriff Noble 
on Sept. 25. The information came from 
J. E. Schermerhorn of New York, who said 
that his son, Amos C., was driving the ma- 
chine. Another son was also in the auto. 

Mr. Schermerhorn made the announce- 
ment, he said, in recognition of the gallant- 
ry of Secretary Gurney in accepting the 
entire responsibility in the matter. As the 
three were rolling alohg the highway at 
good speed, about half a mile from Stock- 
bridge, Deputy Sheriff Noble stopped them 
with the information that they were break- 
ing the speed statute. He asked who the 
owner was, and Mr. Gurney replied that he 
was.

Two Assistant-Ministers of the 
department who opposed the zemstvos have 
been transferred to the inactivity of the 
Council of the Empire, and half a dozen of 
the laté Minister de Plehve’s other lieu- 
tenants have already been displaced.

Stoesse!l at Port Arthur Thanks God and 
Volunteers for Victories. 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—The Daily Telegraph's 
Nagasaki correspondent, cabling under date 
of Sept. 25, says: 

“Terrible artillery conflicts are adding to 
the horrors of the situation at Port Arthur. 
On Sept, 22 and 23 the Russians made sor- 
ties against positions held by the Kana- 
gawa Regimefit, and desperate fighting en- 
sued. 

‘‘The Japanese force was practically an- 
nihilated, only one non-commissioned officer 
and eleven men remaining alive out of the 
4,000 who went into the engagement. 


CHE-FOO, Oct. 
from Gen. Stoessel, dated Sept, 23, reached 
Che-Foo to-day, confirming a previous re- 
port of the repulse of the Japanese attack 
on Port Arthur, which began Sept. 19 and 
ended Sept. 22. The fighting was of an éx- 
tremely severe character. The Japanese 
having retired, Gen. Stoessel issued the 
following proclamation: 

‘*Glory! Thanks to God! Glory to our 
heroic garrison! Glory to Illmann, Sycheff, 
and Poggorsky—heroes all! Thanks to our 
valiant volunteers, who routed the enemy 
from the trenches, destroying them! God 
has permitted us to repulse the enemy. 
Praise to God!”’ 

The volunteers referred to were made up 
of regulars called upon to take a high hill 
which had been captured by the Japanese. 

From semi-official sources it is learned 
that the attack began on the 19th along 
the whole lige, and lasted four days, va- 
rious positions changing hands many 
times,

Public Airing of Republic's Griev- | 


ances Regarded as Offensive. 


BUT NO PROTEST IS LIKELY 


This Government Considers Minister 
Obaldia’s Talk as Childish — Con- 
fusion of Authority on Isthmus. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Differences be- 
tween the Governments of Panama and the 
United States, of which mutterings have 
been heard for several months, have been 
brought sharply to the fore by utterances 
of Sefior Obaldia, the Panama Minister. 
He has made public complaint that the lit- 
le republic is being oppressed, even going 
so far as to say: 

“The United States is great and power- 
ful, and Panama is a young and much 
weaker republic, but does this mean that 
the Washington Administration shall be 
Judge, jury, and the whole court?” 

It goes without saying that the utter- 
ances of Sefior Obaldia are regarded at 
the State Department as offensive, 

No exceptions are taken to the propriety 
of his action in filing with the department 
a statement of the fancied grievances of 
Panama against the Canal Commission. 
This is recognized to be distinctly within 
his right. 

But the manifold statements given out to 
newspapers, in which criticisms of the 
Government and of various officials ap- 
pear, are offenses for which, in times past, 
more than one representative of a foreign 
country has been sent home as persona non 
grata. 

There will, however, be no such action in 
the present case, State Department offi- 
cials declare they do not regard the mat- 
ter of sufficient consequence to apprehend 
any difficulty in disposing of the questions 
raised when in due time they must be con- 
sidered. There is also no expectation 
whatever that the differences between Gen. 
Davis and his associates on the Canal 
Commission and the officials of the Isth- 
mian Republic will ever be taken to The 
Hague. 

At the State Department the position 
taken by the representatives of the Isth- 
mian Government is regarded as in most 
respects childish in tone and character. 

The Panamans are believed to be com- 
plaining of matters on which they fully 
agreed, perhaps without understanding 
them. The operation of the Dingley tariff 
is one; the taxation of the Summer homes 
of citizens of the little republic when they 
happen to be situated within the canal 
zone is another. The fact that the United 
States maintains its own postal service 
in the zone is also objected to, when it is 
clearly within the right of the United 
States under the treaty to establish its own 
postal system there. 

That any concessions will 


such claims is out of the question, ac- 
cording to the present views entertained 
ere, 

While not so asserted at the legation, it 
is learned that the Government of Panama 
feels that it can profit by an appeal to 
The Hague for arbitration. 

“We are tired of this battledore and 
shuttlecock business in the treatment of 
our complaints,” said an official whose 
interests are connected with Panama. ‘It 
is impossible to tell who is the man in 
authority for the United States in Panama. 
One time we are told to go to Gov. Davis, 
next to Admiral Walker, then to Minister 
Barrett, or else. that the whole thing 
finally must go to the President. 

‘Minister Barrett is coming here to the- 
United States, but he has. accomplished ab- 
solutely nothing. He promised to take up 
a number of matters for settlement, and 
finally wound up by saying that he didn't 
have the authority. 

‘“* Who's who in Panama’ is a question 
that the American Government may very 
well be asking itself. The possibilities for 
drawing international attention. te the»spres- 
ent confused state of things are -yery 
large.”’ 


SENATOR HOAR’S SON NAMED.

FOLK DARED MURDER BY 
BRIBERS ; ENDURED LIBEL. 


In Written Confession Charies Kelly 
Tells of Boodler’s Methods. 


HE GOT $15,000 TO KEEP AWAY 


Went to Europe, but by Mistake Came 
Back Too Soon—Fixed Schedule 
of Prices for Votes.

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 3.—That threats of as- 
Sassination were made to Circuit Attorney 
Folk by the boodle combine was asserted 
to-day by Charles T. Kelly, Speaker of the 
House of Delegates during the life of that 
organization, who in a written confession 
describes its workings. Kelly is under con- 
viction for perjury in connection with the 
boodle cases, and his trial on the charge of 
bribing in connection with the Suburban 
franchise deal will be called Monday. He 
is now out on bond. 

“When the present prosecutor (Circuit 

- Attorney Folk is meant here) commenced 
his war on us,’’ says Kelly, ‘“‘ we tried to 
intimidate him by threats of assassination, 
and when this had no effect we laid all 
sorts of traps for him without success. 
Then some decided that the best plan would 
be to start a newspaper and libel him so 
fiercely as to draw his fire by taking up 
his time in libel prosecuting, or, if he did 
not, his influence would be weakened and 
destroyed. 

“ Although we could find nothing after a 
thorough search to make attack on, libels 
were deliberately made up for the purpose 
of affecting public sentiment. This plan 
was participated in, not only by members 
of the House of Delegates under indict- 
ment for boodling, but by prominent finan- 
ciers of St. Louis, who feared exposure, and 
by those who gave us the money.” 

Kelly details the story of the city lighting 
deal, for which he says a boodle fund otf 
$47,500 was divided between the nineteen 
members of the combine at Julius Leh- 
mann’s birthday party. Continuing, he 
says: 

“I know from my own knowledge and 
from the statements made to me by those 
on the inside that bribery has been going 
on in the Municipal Assembly of St. Louis 
for the past twenty-five years. Hardly a 
bill passed that body in the last quarter or 
a century unless it was paid for. We did 
not fear exposure and punishment, In case 
of attack we knew most of the politicians 
and many of the large financiers of St. 
Louis would be with us.” 

Kelly declared that a prominent local poli- 
ticlan paid him $15,000 of the $50,000 prom- 
ised on condition that Kelly would keep 
away from the Grand Jury before which he 
had been subpoenaed to appear. Kelly went 
to Europe by way of Canada, taking the 
hame of James Hogan. By a miscalcula- 
tion, Kelly said, he came back too soon and 
Was arrested. 


Kelly declares that this politician prom- 
ised himself and others implicated that the 
next Circuit Attorney would be “all right,” 
and promised if they would remain firm he 
would secure for them either continuances 
until the new Circuit Attorney took office 
or pardons afterward. Kelly declares he 
refused this offer, and makes this confes- 
ee to satisfy the pangs of an accusing 
wife. 

“We never thought of passing a bill out 
of which any money could be obtained, un- 
less we were paid for our votes. We went 
about it in a businesslike way and had 
combine meetings at stated times and fixed 
the brib prices which we were to reeeive 
for our votes, by a majority vote of -he 
combine, Then we would select one of the 
combine in whose honesty we had confi- 
dence to go out and-get the money. 

“We had a fixed schedule of prives for 
various bills.. We hardly ever received Jess 
than $1,000 for the combine vote. We con- 
sidered it beneath our dignity to take less 
than that. On one or two occasions, though, 
we got as low as $50 each for our votes, 
and some of the boys took $5 each, but 
were ashamed of it because the price was 
so small. Our combine was not along party 
lines. Both Democrats and Republicans be- 
longed to it, My experience has been that 
boodlers line up according to their own in- 
terests and not under party standards. 
Democrats and Republicans in St. Louis 
usually nominate men to go to the House 
of Delegates for the money they can make 
out of it. Each party man votes for his 
own fellow, and either one that gets in 
serves those who rob the city of fran- 
chises. I believe this has been tolerated in 
St. Louis, because so many of the large 
corporations of the city are mixed up in 
boodling one way or another, The heads 
of these corporations used to think it less 
trouble to buy what they wanted than to 
elect honest men to the House of Dele- 
gates.”’ 


NO BLAME FOR FIRE. 


Coroner’s Jury Ends Investigation of 
Attorney Street Disaster. 


No individual was directly responsible for 
the tenement fire at 164 Attofney Street on 
Sept. 4, when fourteen women and children 
lost their lives, according to the verdict at 
the inquest which ended yesterday before 
Coroner Scholer. Leon Sobel, owner; Mor- 
ris Levine, and Herman Breitman, con- 
tractor for the remodeling of the building, 
who have been under $3,000 bail on charges 
of manslaughter, were discharged. 

The jury strongly censured the Tenement 
House and Building Departments in permit- 
ting the fire escapes to be removed in part 
during the alterations, and urged a law 
clearly fixing responsibility for such a 
condition upon one branch or another of 
the City Government. 


BOY HOLD-UP SERIOUS. 


Youngster Badly Stabbed Because He 
Kept His Money. 


Because he refused to give a crowd of 
boys what money he had in his possession, 
John Devine, fourteen years old, of 452 
West Fifty-seventh Street, was stabbed iast 
night in the back. He was removed to the 
Roosevelt Hospital, where it was said that 
if the knife had penetrated a quarter of an 
inch further the boy would have died. 

John and his brother Peter, ten years 
old, were attacked near their home by 
twenty other boys. When John refused to 


give up the money one of the crowd said: 
“You're the leader; do it.” Then an- 
other stabbed the boy with a table knife. 
The boy fell to the street, and the crowd 
of boys ran in all directions.

Fish Peddlers’ President First Prisoner 
in New Movement. . 

As the result of a conference of United 
States District Attorney Burnett, Superin- 
tendent of Elections Morgan, and Joel M. 
Marks, Assistant United States District 
Attorney, in charge of the prosecution of 
naturalization frauds, a search has: been 
started for holders of illegal citizenship 
pepers other than Italians. Both Mr. Mor- 
gan and Mr. Marks explained that in their 
investigations they had discovered the traf- 
ficking in illegal naturalization papers had 
by no means been confined to the Italians, 
}and that thousands of bogus and illegally 
secured papers were held on the east side, 
all nationalities having to a greater or less 
extent dealt in them. 

The Secret Service men detailed to the 
Department of Justice under Mr. Marks 
and the Election Inspectors of Mr. Morgan 
yesterday started to work on the east side. 
They landed as their first prisoner Benja- 
min Schorr, President of the Fish Peddlers’ 
Association and the proprietor of a saloon 
at 170 Orchard Street. The prisoner got his 
first papers in November, 1897, and after 
a@ year in America returned to his home, in 


Austria. A year or so later he came back 
to New York, and is aecused of -getting 
his final papers in Kings County in 1901, 
not having up to that time resided in the 
country the requisite five years. Affidavits 
were secured by Mr. Morgan’s men from 
several of the accused man’s countrymen, 
showing he had been, among others, a sol- 
dier in Austria from 1894 to 1897.

REJECTS PLEA OF WEARINESS. 


Judge Says It Does Not Excuse Em- 
Ployes for Railway Accidents. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 3.—Judge Swartz, 
in the Montgomery County Court at Nor- 
ristown, to-day, refused to affirm a point 
in law submitted by counsel that when a 
railroad employe falls asleep from physical 
weakness, from illness, or from weariness 
from long hours of stéady employment, and 
an accident happens, the employe should 
be acquitted. 

The case was that of John F. Fleischutt 
of Pottsville, Penn., an engineer on a Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad freight train. The 
freight train and a passenger train coliided 
near Pottstown last April; two persons were 
killed and a dozen injured. The crew of 
the freight train were held by the Coroners 
for criminal negligence. Fleischutt was the 
first to be tried. 

It was testified by the fireman that the 
freight train had been ordered to wait on 
a siding until four trains had passed. He 
said the crew had been on duty for twenty- 
two hours, and that while waiting for the 
trains to pass, had fallen asleep. Before 


the fourth train had passed the men awoke, 
and, unking that the fourth had gone by, 
took the freight train from the siding. 
Judge Swartz held that no man had a 
right to work on a railroad unless in fine 
physical condition, and if he fell asleep, no 
matter from what cause, he should discon- 
tinue work, even though he should lose his 
posses, rather than jeopardize human life

They blocked the side- 
walks,‘ got under horses’ feet, and almost 
stopped traffic upon the street cars. For 
years, in their opinion, *‘ Bloody Monday ” 
night was arranged primarily for their 
}amusement, and they did not intend to be 
robbed of their fun by any vote of a body 
of Crimson men. 

With stones in their hands, they besieged 
the side streets. Massachusetts Avenue 
was protected by a force of fully fifty 
bluecoats, who strove to keep order. Many 
Students were first insulted and then stoned 
by gangs of these young toughs. Two 
students—John Tyler and Frank Stone— 
were attacked by about fifty urchins, and 
were seriously injured. They decided that 
wisdom was the better part of valor, and 
ran for it.

ITH HER CHILD IN ARM 
SHE KILLED ASSAILANT 


Had Warned Man Who Followed 
Her from Italy. 


| FERRY CROWD SAW SHOT FIRED 


Woman, Held Without Bail for Exami- 
nation, Declared Victim Had In- \ 
vited His Own Death. 


Michael Rago, an Italian laborer of 316 
East Thirty-fourth Street, was shot twice 
and killed yesterday morning at that ad- 
dress by Mrs. Rosa di Pietro, who had 
warned him previously to desist from his 
attentions to her. Of the two shots, one 
was fired in Mrs, di Pietro’s flat in the 
house and the other one on the sidewalk, 
where hundreds of persons coming from 
the Long Island Ferry were witnesses. 

The woman, who was carrying her two- 
year-old child in her left arm, was dis- 
armed of her pistol by passers-by. An am- 
bulance surgeon from Bellevue pronounced 
Rago dead, and Mrs. di Pietro was arrested 
and taken to the West Thirty-fifth Street 
Station. Her child was sent to the Chil- 
dren’s Society, and she was held by Magis- 
trate Ommen in the Yorkville Court with- 
out bail for examination to-morrow. Rago’s 
body was sent to the Morgue. 

Rago was a tailor employed by Michael 
Weinroth on the ground floor of 316 East 
Thirty-fourth Street, and knew Rocco Vin- 
cenzo di Pietro, the husband of Mrs. di 
Pietro, in Naples, whence they both came 
to this country a short time ago. It is said 
that Rago was in love with Rosa even be- 
fore they all left Italy, but that on the 
marriage of the woman to di Pietro, he had 


several children, to follow Rosa to this 
country. 

He arrived in America some months ago, 
and at once went to work for Weinroth in 
the same tenement where the di Pietro 
family lived. About two weeks ago Rago 
entered the apartments of Mrs. di Pietro 
and threatened h2r with a pair of mem 
shears, when she rebuffed him. Mrs. di 
Pietro then produced a revolver, and Rago 
took his departure 

He returned again yesterday morning aft- 
er Rocco di Pietro had gone to work and 
attacked the woman while she was nursing 
her child. 

Rago was seen by neighbors to stagger 
down the two flights of stairs from the di 
Pietro apartments. Mrs. di Pietro, with her 
child in her left arm and a revolver in her 
right hand, came after him. Rago reeled to 
the curb, but Mys. di Pietro stopped at the 
hall door, and, leveling the revolver, fired 
# second shot. The Italian fell dead. 


GONE THE SUNKEN VILLAGE. 


Out in the Cold World Go the Squatter 
Sovereigns of Broadway. 


Yesterday was moving day in the “ Sunk- 
en Village ’"’"—the name given to the vacant 
block front on the west side of Broadway, 
between Sixty-first and Sixty-second 
Streets, where, in a hollow several feet be- 
low the street grade, a group of humble 
dwellers has maintained “ squatter sover- 
eignty '‘ for many years. The property is 
now owned by the United States Realty and 
Improvement Company, and on Sept. 6 the 
residents in the various shanties received 
the thirty days’ notice to vacate. Most of 
them decided not to avail themselves of the 
full time limit, which accounts for yester- 
day’s activity in the neighborhood. 

Thirty years ago when the neighborhood 
was little built up, Henry Joyce, a laborer, 
built a small shanty for himself, and one 
by one the others followed, until all the 
available space in the plot was occupied. 
The hodge-podge architecture of the place 
was made more picturesque by a flower 
garden in the centre, where bright petunias 
and red geraniums flourished. The health 
of the settlement has always been excellent, 
owing possibly to the sign displayed near 
an old well: 


: The watter from this well must not be 
: used for drinking purposes. It contains 
sewage by order of Boar of Health, 
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When the property was sold a year or 
two ago by the Wormsers, who had owned 
it since the seventies, a good many of the 


inhabitants of the village felt that they 
would have to go, and they have been leav- 
ing one by one ever since, so that the fami- 
lies who actually held the fort until yester- 
day numbered only seven. 

The exodus began at dawn, and even the 
dogs, almost as numerous as the inhabi- 
tants, seemed to realize that something of 
great importance was going on. Katie, 
the Irish terrier, sat by with a knowing 
look, while her owner, “ Jack” Hackett, 
was recounting mournfully the facts about 
the village and its- breaking up. Nearly 
all of the villagers are truckmen, which 
implified the moving problem to a great 
extent. 

The idea seemed to prevail among the 
movers that a new apartment house or 
hotel would rise upon their home sites 
within a week or two. At the offices of the 
United States Realty Company, however, 
it was said that there is no improvement 
of the property in view. The squatters 
were ousted simply because the present is 
as good as meg! other time for that purpose 
and because, if there was to be trouble in 
getting rid of any of them, the company 
wanted to have it now rather than on 
some future occasion when it might hold up 
a building operation. 


QEAD MAN CAME TO LIFE. 


Undertaker Found He Was Not Needed 
—Later McCormick Really Died. 


Death was balked for a short time Sun- 
day night by Frank McCormick, forty 
years old, who boarded at the home of 
Michael Lynch, in Herman Avenue, Gut- 
tenberg, N. J. He had been ill for some 
time, and apparently died. Friends tele- 
phoned to an undertaker in Manhattan, 
and were informed that a wagon would at 
once be sent for the body. : 

The telephone receiver had hardly been 
restored before the supposed dead man be- 


gan to revive. Respiration was resumed 
and he slowly came to a feeble conscious- 
ness. 

Word was at once sent to the undertaker 
not to come, but the reply was that he 
had started. He reached the house, was 
told of the situation, and had hardly start- 
ed back when the sufferer collapsed, and 
this time died beyond the peradventure of 
a doubt.

Paralytic Broker Killed Himself as

Fearing that paralysis, from Which he

Going into a 
pantry, he took a bottle containing car- 
bolic acid from his pocket and cried to his 
servant, who was sitting near by; * 

** Good-bye, Caspar, good-bye! ”’ 

He then drank the poison and fell to the 
floor. A physician was called, but Mr, Mc- 
Kay was dead when the doctor reached the 
house. 

Mr. McKay was fifty-five years old and 
had been for many years connected with 


the firm of Boody, McLellan & Co., bank- 
ers and brokers, at'57 Broadway, Manhat- 
tan, At one time he was in charge of one 
of the branch offices of the firm. He is 
survived by his wife and two children.

automobilists entered for 
Cup race in their practice trials over 
Long Island course,.Mr. Pardington's sec- 
retary made a round of all the places yes- 
terday where the racing drivers are quar- 
tered and admonished them all in the most 
explicit terms that excessive speeding must 
be stopped. A. R. Pardington, Chairman 
of the Racing Board of the American Auto- 
mobile Association, has stated on several 
occasions to the drivers that the utmost 
care must be observed to keep within rea- 
sonable limits of speed in the practice runs 
that are now being made over the thirty- 
mile stretch of roadway. 

Several of the farmers in the neighbor- 
hood of Hicksville, where there is a long 
stretch of road that invites high speeding, 
complained bitterly to the officials yester- 
day that there were many cases of flagrant 
speeding on Sunday, and if this is contin- 
ued during the week they fear that some 
serious accident will result. An accident of 
any kind is the last thing that the officials 
of the American Automobile Association 
would like to see at this time. They have 
already experienced sufficient trouble in 
engineering the event thus far. They con- 
fidently expect, however, to overcome the 
opposition of the farmers comprising the 
Protective Association, who threatened 
legal proceedings at the action of the Su- 
pervisors of Nasau County in granting the 
road for the race and barring the public off 
from 5 o'clock in the morning until 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, The hearing on this pro- 
test will come up this morning at 10 o'clock 
irgthe Court House at Mineola. 

“Mr. Pardington’s representative yes- 
terday, just after he had finished’ laying 
down the law to Albert Clement, the twen- 
ty-one-year-old racer who arrived from 
France last week:

COTTON | MARKET KET DECLINES. 


Down 25 Points After Government Re- 
port of 75.8 Condition. 


The cotton market yesterday was domi- 
nated by the Government’s estimate of the 
condition of the crop as of Sept. 25. This 
report was made public at noon, and showed 
an average condition of 75.8 as against 84.1 
on Aug. 25. On Sept. 25 last year the condi- 
tion was 65.1, and on the previous year it 
was 58.3. The average condition for the 
last ten years has been 67.4.. The report, 
according to Theodore H. Price, indicates 
a crop of at least 12,000,000 bales. 

This opinion, although not generally 
shared, still voices the belief in a crop 
which will break records, and consequently 
the market declined about 25 points, part 
of which was recovered during the last of 
the session. Receipts continue on a very 
heavy scale, and on the whole the bulls 
are receiving very little encouragement in 
their efforts to bring about higher prices. 
J. S. Bache & Co. were particularly jubi- 
lant yesterday, for the Government report 
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was pie 0.3 per cent. above their estimate. 
When the report of the August condition 
came out early in September it was found 
that this firm had guessed the exact fig- 
ures of the Government report. That fact 
eaused all kinds .of rumofts about ‘leakage 
on the Southern Exchanges.

THE REAL CANDIDATE. 

Mr. Hieatns is Lieutenant Governor of 
the State and the Republican candidate 
for Governor, yet we hear very little 
about him in the campaign. He is an 
agreeable gentleman, much esteemed by 
those who know him. But he is not a 
maker of history, he has not particularly 
impressed himself upon the age in which 
he lives. 

Since the beginning of the year 1903 
Mr. Hiecins has been not only Lieuten- 
ant Governor but President of the Sen- 
ate, a Commissioner of the Canal Fund, 
a member of the Canal Board, a Commis- 
sioner of the Land Office, a Regent of 
the University, a Trustee of Public 
Buildings in Albany, and a member of 
the State Board of Equalization of As- 
sessments. In none of these posts of 
greater or less responsibility has Mr. 
HicGins been the author of any notable 
act or policy which the public can now 
recall. He has simply been content to 
drift with the muddy current of Odell- 
ism. Attorney General CUNNEEN raised 
his voice and used his vote in the Canal 
Board to stem the current. When the 
perfectly unmeritorious claim of the Fur- 
naceville Iron Company to the amount of 
$18,000, for excavating rock in a section 
of the canal where a dozen witnesses 
swore there was no rock, was before the 
Canal Board Mr. CUNNEEN voted against 
it; his Republican associates, of whom 
Lieut. Gov. HIGGINS was one, voted for 
it. The controlling spirit of the Furnace- 
ville Iron Company is a New York capi- 
talist who is an intimate friend of Gov. 
OpELL. The giving of $18,000 of the pub- 
lic money to one of the Govyernor’s 
friends was an act of Odellism. Lieut. 
Gov. Hiccins assented. He has always 
assented to the execution of Gov. ODELL’s 
wishes and commands, 

When BENJAMIN B. ODELL was first a 
candidate for Governor the uninformed 
said that he was a tool only—that PLATT 
would be the real Governor. Those who 
knew Mr. OpELL did not make this mis- 
take. One who knew him well declared 
in the columns of Ta# Trwms during the 
campaign which resulted in his first elec- 
tion that he was a cold-blooded and self- 
ish man, who would be his own master 
and would submit to no bossing by 
PuLatTT. Those who know Mr, HIGGINS 
best would be least inclined to assert in 
his behalf the possession of sufficient in- 
dependence of character to enable him to 
withstand OpEeLu. In fact, it is a little 
difficult to think of Mr, Hiccins as the 
candidate. The name that is in every- 
body’s mouth, the image in everybody’s 
mind, is that of OppLL. He is the real 
candidate. He would be the real Gov- 
ernor. He caused Mr. Hieeins to be 
nominated. A theory that he put in nom- 
ination a man with backbone enough to 
resist and defy him would strain the 
credulity of a babe. Gov. ODELL is wise 
and skillful in choosing his men. 

Nominally Republican votes will be 
cast this Fall for Frank W. Hicorns for 
Governor, Actually they will be cast for 
two years more of ODELL.

THE CONNECTICUT. 

Seldom has a more puzzling crime oc- 
curred than the attempt to destroy the 
new United States battleship. It is plain 
that against whomever the spite of the 
miscreant who made the attempt may 
have been directed, the loser by his suc- 
cess, and the only loser, would have been 
the United States. That is to say, the 
act was that of a public enemy. It could 
have benefited nobody. If we were at 
war it would benefit our enemy. But we 
not only are not at war, but there is no 
threat of war from any quarter. If we 
vere at war the perpetrator of such an 
outrage, if an alien enemy, would have 
rendered himself liable to execution as 
a spy; if an American, would have ren- 
dered himself liable to the same penalty 
for treason. But the act is so causeless 
and motiveless that it is hardly conceiv- 
able as the act of one in his right mind. 

Unfortunately, we know that class ha- 
tred may instigate outrages as detestable 
a@s this, and even more detestable, since 
in this destruction only of property and 
not of life seems to have been the object, 
whereas in Colorado the other day “ or- 
ganized labor” instigated and effected a 
cold-blooded massacre. It is urgently de- 
sirable, of course, that the criminal shall 
be caught and punished to the utmost ex- 
tent of the law, although such a punish- 
ment is inadequate to his offense. But if 
it be true that the attempts upon the 
Connecticut have been made repeatedly, 
through a period of months, we are 
bound to say that the failure to set a 
trap which would catch the criminal does 
no credit to the detective sagacity of the 
officers of the navy yard or of the per- 
sons in charge of the construction of the 
hattleship. It seems incredible that the

scoundrels engaged in this nefarious 
business should not have left abundant 
clues by which they might be tracked 
and caught. Even the evidence left be- 
hind him by the man who tried to secure 
the scuttling of the ship as soon as she 
should take the water ought to be ample 
for his detection, in the hands of a real 
detective.

THE SUBWAY ROLLING STOCK. 

Of. the two classes of cars which will be 
run in ‘the subway it is safe to say that 
the wooden cars will be much preferred 
to the steel ones, and that only those 
will occupy the latter who cannot get 
seats in the former. It may be conceded 
that the steel cars are incombustible 
throughout, and that if destroyed in an 
accident they will under no conditions 
and in no part take fire; but even with 
this fact in mind the average passenger 
who has traveled often enough to know 
the difference will choose the wooden 
car and “ take his chances.” 

The impression which one receives in 
passing from a wooden car into a steel 
car is that he has inadvertently changed 
from a first-class to a second-class 
coach. This impression is warranted only 
by the fact that the steel car is conspic- 
uously and unnecessarily ugly, and that 
its aluminium trim and lead-colored paint, 
relieved by squares of dark olive green, 
where finger marks would naturally be 
most in evidence, is about as unpleasant 
@ combination as could have been de- 
vised. The constructive features are un- 
pleasantly in evidence, and while this is 
not in itself an objection it displeases 
the eye accustomed to a scheme of super- 
ficial decoration designed to hide rivet 
heads and laps. It is only just to the In- 
terborough management to say that 
these steel cars are thoroughly well 
built and very strong. It has not es- 
caped the notice of experts, however, 
that in the event of an accident which 
was bad enough to twist the frame, doors 
and windows would be locked immovably 
in place, and that to extricate passengers 
the equipment of a machine shop would 
be needed. An axe would make about as 
much impression on one of these cars as 
on a burglar-proof safe. 

They are only less comfortable than 
the wooden cars because noisier. This is 
perhaps inevitable. Whether the Inter- 
borough Company will find the advan- 
tage of running them great enough to 
offset the cost of moving the greater 
dead weight which their construction in- 
volves we shall better know at the end 
of a year or two than we can now. They 
could be made a good deal less ugly 
without detracting from their safety by 
a color scheme less suggestive of the in- 
side of a tin dinner pail. In this respect 
the wooden cars are much more satisfac- 
tory. 


OUR FAILURES. 

In his very thoughtful and sympathetic 
sermon at Trinity last Sunday the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury recorded an im- 
pression, which, while entirely natural, 
seems to us mistaken. None of us, of 
course, is able to deny the justice of his 
friendly criticism that the conditions of 
our industrial civilization cause us to at- 
tach undue importance to material and 
tangible success, the most tangible proof 
of success being, of course, a fortune, In 
fact, it is a criticism we frequently pass 
upon ourselves. But the Archbishop drew 
from this fact the corollary that in a 
country in which the race for wealth is 
so much fiercer, or at least is so much 
more in evidence than it is in Europe, 
the devil must be left to take the hind- 
most much more than there. And this we 
believe to be an error. 

Not to speak of the provision that is 
made by organized charity for the fail- 
ures of society, a provision at least as 
abundant in this as in any other coun- 
try, the very vicissitudes of fortune here 
offer a kind of guarantee against the 
abandonment of the weaklings to their 
fate which the Archbishop seems to ap- 
prehend. Nowhere else are fluctuations 
in fortune more sudden or more violent. 
Nowhere else are there so many rich 
men who have been poor and so many 
poor men who have been rich. This is the 
natural result of the speculative charac- 
ter of business which in turn results 
from a sanguine and self-reliant Na- 
tional character. But the effect of these 
vicissitudes is to give the successful man 
more of brotherly sympathy with the 
unsuccessful than can be expected else- 
where, And in fact we believe that no- 
where is the man who has failed, with- 
out impeachment of his integrity, more 
sure of encouragement and assistance 
than here, nowhere is there a more gen- 
eral and more active willingness to lend 
a helping hand to one who is down and 
is struggling to get on his feet again. 
Certainly in no country is a single failure 
so seldom accepted as final, and in none 
are there so many instances of successes 
following failures. 


AUTOMOBILISTS AND FARMERS. 
Evidently both the automobilists and 
the Supervisors of Nassau County have 


been reckoning without their ho The 
advantages of giving over the highways 
of the county to scorechers in devil 
wagons, with the incidental risk of 
butchering agriculturists to make a mill- 
jonaire’s holiday, have, it seems, been 
made evident to the Supervisors. But the 
farmers have not been seen, or at least 
had not before the bargain was struck. 
They have now risen in their might, and 
they declare that they do not see in 
what the advantage to them consists of 
giving over their highways and of stay- 
ing away from them for a day, at the 
peril of their lives. Therein they appear 
to have reason, No disinterested person 
can see the advantages, either. 

The farmers are not only determined, 
but “embattled.” They announce, to 
their unfaithful Supervisors as well as to 
‘the automobilists, that it is their fixed 
intention to use the highways of the 
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county for their lawful occasions, in ex- 
actly the same way on the day set for 
the automobile race as on any other day. 
We may even expect that they will drive 
to and from market with even more 
leisureliness than the air of Long Island 
commonly induces on the part of its In- 
habitants, and that they will take the 
middle of the road, like so many Popu- 
lists, to put obstacles in the way of the 
octopus. They also announce their in- 
tention of carrying firearms to protect 
themselves, in case their lives should be 
menaced by the precipitate scorcher. The 
speed maniac, while he is yet accessible 
to reason, will probably pay heed to the 
warning of the farmers of Nassau.

POLICEMEN AND FIREMEN. 

The unseemly quarrel between the po- 
lice and the firemen which breaks out 
in unpleasant incidents whenever they 
are brought together in the way of duty 
is assuming the proportions of a public 
scandal. The duties of police and fire- 
men are sufficiently distinct to render 
any such conflict unnecessary; but how- 
ever this may be, it devolves upon the 
heads of these respective departments to 
put a summary stop to it. 

The matter is understood to have had 
its beginning in the criticism of Chief 
CroKeR of the habitual failure of the 
pclice to make prompt use of the fire- 
alarm telegraph, and of general ineffi- 
ciency in discharging the duties which 
belong \to them in connection with fire 
work. Mr. CROKER is not an even-tem- 
pered gentleman who takes a conserva- 
tive view of matters of interest to him- 
self and his duties, but if he said what 
is attributed to him concerning the cur- 
rent work of the police he was probably 
right. The poliée force is just now char- 
acterized by a high degree of inefficiency, 
and is as likely to show this in connec- 
tion with fire duty as in any other de- 
tail of its work. The consequences are 
of sufficient public interest to demand 
that the responsible department heads 
take the matter up and see to it that 
good order is maintained and no time 
wasted in a profitless exchange of abuse 
between firemen and policemen. To tol- 
erate this would not be creditable to 
either department, and if their respective 
Commissioners cannot stop it, the Mayor 
should see what he can do in the prem- 
ises, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—A discussion of marriage as a handi- 
cap which is now raging in one of the Lon- 
don papers has as yet failed to accom~ 
plish anything measurable in the way of 
solving humanity’s ancient problems, but 
many of the letters have a sort of interest, 
and perhaps a sort of value, because of the 
incidental information they convey in re- 
gard to social conditions in England. Mr. 
MEREDITH’s amazing—or was it only amus- 
ing?—pronouncement in favor of marriages 
for limited periods has supplied the sensa- 
tion of the controversy, and Mrs. CRAIGIn’s 
declaration that women are too generous 
for their own gvod in thetr treatment of 
bachelors stands almost alone as a sugges- 
tion that might come to something if boldly 
followed to its logical conclusions. Gleams 
of the oblique light to which we have re- 
ferred are numerous in the letters, how- 
ever, and they light up some queer corners, 
For instance, one correspondent, who signs 
himself ‘‘ Paterfamilias,” says: ‘In piain 
English, there is in England at the present 
moment a ‘sex famine,’ which, unless the 
ladies are exported in millions, is likely to 
increage rather than diminish. Love duels 
with hatpins are already by no means un- 
common among the ladies in the slums, 
And when a bachelor of means comes into 
the country districts the fluttering in the 
local dovecotes is almost too painful to be 
ludicrous. The Japanese statesmen wish to 
increase the stature of their gallant race 
by intermarriage with the white races. 
Here is an opening. But failing export, 
polygamy seems the only remedy.” That 
is “plain English,” for a fact, but if the 
dovecotes are fluttered only by bachelors 
of means, as “‘ Paterfamilias’’ at least in- 
timates, the famine he mentions seems to 
be merely a hunger for money and posl- 
tion, and neither polygamy nor exportation 
to Japan would satisfy it. However, all 
the masculine contributors to the debate, 
and most of the feminine ones, either ad- 
mit or charge that the popularity of mar- 
riage has waned with the men, and not 
with the women, and this enables one 
shrewd correspondent to wonder how there 
can be any dispute as to the sex for which 
marriage is a handicap, and for which it is 
an advantage—in the judgment of Britons. 
Here, we think, it is more often the women 
than the men whom meddling moralists 
scold for refusing to get married, and that 
seems to indicate a radical difference be- 
tween the conditions in the two countries. 


—For a remarkable definition, that of 
“‘ justice and fair play,’’ made by the Right 
Rev. T. F. Gartor, Bishop of Tennessee, 
was certainly a remarkable definition. 
After declaring that there are persons who 
are starved and stifled by justice and fair 
play, the Bishop declared that those words 
meant to give every man a chance to do 
the best he can in the struggle with his 
fellow-man without interference—meant the 
subordination, the bondage, of stupid inca- 
pacity and honest ignorance to intelligence, 
shrewdness, and craft. But do they? One 
catches readily enough the Bishop’s route 
to his conclusion, but before he carried 
‘justice and fair play” to the end of the 
path did he not have to lighten his burden 
a good deal and to deprive the words of 
many significances and implications with- 
out which they would not be recognized by 
any of their real friends? Very far from 
necessarily does fair play mean the oppor- 
tunity for fierce and relentless competition, 
and any justice worthy of the name does 
make some account both of incompetence 
and ignorance. The Bishop's lesson, doubt- 
less, was that these good words, like oth- 
ers, could be misused, and that they are 
often shouted by those who either misun- 
derstand them or, understanding, prefer to 
pretend misunderstanding. 


——~We have great difficulty in seeing how 
the new version of the Gurney episode is 
advantageous to its hero; indeed, it seems 
to us that it injures, instead of improving, 
his position, and that he and his friends 
would have been wise to let things remain 
as they were. Whether Mr. Gurney or a 
boy friend held the wheel of Mr. GuRNeEY’s 
automobile when it went illegally fast, it 
is quite certain that Mr. GURNEY was re- 
sponsible for its speed, since he could have 
prevented excess by admonition or stopped 
it by a command. So he assumed only what 
was properly his, and it is somewhat hard 
to avoid the belief that he withheld the 
facts in regard to his offense on a hastily 
formed theory that, being himself immune 
from arrest, the law would be wholly 
evaded and nobody punished. With the 
case so viewed, he was neither a hero nor 
a martvr in refraining to put on the bhov 


any blame the boy deserved. Generosity, 
to be generosity, must cost something. Mr. 
GURNEY’s course hasn't cost him anything 
yet, and it is not very likely to do so. In 
the remote possibility that the affair ends 
in his recall, it will not help him a bit that 
he saved a young friend from the petty in- 
convenience of appearing in court and pay- 
ing a fine, 


A PROTEST FROM HEMPSTEAD. 


Must All Public Business Stop on Sat- 
urday to Please Auto Racers ? 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

I thank you for your editorial “ Auto 
Races on Public Roads.’”’ I am living in a 
rented house in Hempstead, of which Ful- 
ton, on which they are to race, is one of 
the principal residence streets. The Long 
Island Railroad station house abuts on Ful- 
ton Street, which half the population using 
the road must cross to reach. On Main, 
the principal street, runs a trolley line— 
crossing Fulton near the station. Must 
these cars stop from 5 A. M. to 3 P. M.? 
Along Fulton Street Saturday morning 
travel the farmers’ truck wagons returning 
from New York and Brooklyn markets. 

If' I were a permanent resident there I 
should advocate a mass meeting and a dec- 
laration that the race shall not be run. 
What has become of our boasted American 
pluck and manhood that we submit to these 
encroachments on public rights and viola- 
tions of public decency?

POLICE AND PIREMEN’S WAR {HAY AT THE PEACE CONGRESS. 


TAKEN UP BY CHIEFS 


McAdoo and Hayes Hope to Pre- 
vent Further Clashes. 


CROKER REPEATS HIS CHARGES 


Police Seem to be “ Sore” Because Cap 
Fits, He Says—All Deny Fric- 
tion, Though. 


The conditions that have caused friction 
between the Fire and Police Departments 
may be changed or officially explained and 
remedied through a conference to be held 
to-morrow afternoon at 8 o’clock, at Police 
Headquarters, between Police Commis- 
sioner McAdoo and Fire Commissioner 
Hayes. They will discuss the charges made 
last week by Chief Croker, that the police 
were net patrolling properly. 

After Chief Croker’s criticism had been 
made, Mr. McAdoo wrote to Mr. Hayes, 
saying: “ You will, of course, not expect me 
to discuss with any other department a 
general criticism of the efficiency of the 
police, especially by an officer subordinate 
to you.”” Then Mr. McAdoo wrote that he 
would be glad to take up the charge that 
the police were failing in their duty in the 
matter of sending in alarms of fires. “I 
will be very glad,’ he said, ‘“‘to take the 
question up with you at once, and issue 
such orders and take such other measures 
as I deem necessary to beget more vigilance 
on the part of the force in the performance 
of this important work.’ 

On receipt of this Mr. Hayes talked by 
telephone with Mr. McAdoo, and made an 
appointment to meet him to-morrow.

I speak solely as the Chief of the Fire De- 
Fartment of the city, and not from any per- 
sonal standpoint. I am charged with the pro- 
tection of the property of the citizens against 
fire, and I should have the proper co-operation 
of the police. As head of the Fire Department I 
am free to say that I have not been getting it. 

Much of the blame attaches to the business 
men of the mercantile district for allowing the 
policemen to sleep upon their premises. For 
this seeming kindness they are fully as much to 
blame as any one else. There is no need of a 
policeman begging off on account of the weather, 
as he has plenty of time to prepare himself to 
f° out on post. There is no excuse for his dodg- 
ng his duty, and these watchmen who curry 
favor with the man on beat by letting him into 
the building for a snooze should be discharged 
by their employers. 

The policeman is paid to stay on post. Yet I 
have repeatedly driven from Great Jones Street 
south to the Battery and back again without 
sighting a single officer patrolling. It is a 
shame. The faithful performance of aemee duty 
in the early hours of the day would not only 
lessen crime, but it would greatly reduce the fire 
losses as well as the loss of life at the fires. 

Very seldom does a police officer turn in an 
alarm of fire. Here I have the official records 
of the Fire Department, which show that during 
the first six months of the present year there 
were 4,307 alarms of fire. Out of this number 43 
are credited with having been turned in by an 
attaché of the Police Denartment, 20 by em- 
ployes of the Fire Department, either on their 
way to the firehouse or going home. The re- 
mainder of the alarms in that period were turned 
in by citizens. In the month of July there were 
829 alarms of fire, and 14 of these came from 
policemen. The rest were either from citizens, 
keyless boxes, or from district boxes. 

Were conditions always s0? ¢ 

Indeed they have not been so. The city has 
been patrolled properly. In 1890 the records of 
the department show that out of 6,958 fires 1,263 
of the alarms were sent in by policemen. Out 
of 5,120 alarms registered in 1887, 1,051 are 
credited to the Police Department. These de- 
partment reports are made out upon the reports 
of the Battalion Chiefs who are first to arrive 
at the fires. I am satisfied that they are cor- 


Chief Croker had the opportunity yester- 
day to talk of friction between the two 
departments in general and as evidenced 
last week at the fire at the Cudahy pack- 
ing house in West Fourteenth Street, and 
on Sunday at the fire at the E. B. Newman 
Charcoal Company’s factory in West Twen- 
ty-fifth Street. In the first case policemen 
were abusive to Chief Croker and called 
him names, and in the other Deputy Chief 
Duane had what in department vernacular 
is termed a “run in” with a Roundsman 


and a patrolman of the West Twentieth 
Street squad because they had undertaken 
to send George, Vail, a member of a truck 
company who had been overcome by fumes 
and dust, to a hospital. Duane was threat- 
ened with arrest because he insisted that 
Vail had been attended by a Fire Depart- 
ment surgeon and could and should go to 
his company quarters. He won his point. 
Vail was able to do theatre duty that aft- 
ernoon. a 

“There is,” said Chief Croker, “no feel- 
ing between the departments, so far as I 
am concerned, and to my Knowledge no 
harsh words have passed between members 
of them. Chief Duane told me something 
about the incident at the Twenty-fifth 
Street fire. I had no words with any one 
at the Fourteenth Street fire, and know of 
no harsh sayings about me on that occa- 
sion. I think that in general the relations 
between the Fire and Police Departments 
are as cordial as they have always been. 

‘“* But I suppose you are digging about the 
remarks I made last week about patrolling. 
They are published, and I was in the main 
correctly reported. I am of the opinion I 
was then, but I will not further discuss the 
subject. The only police that are ‘sore’ 
are those whom the cap fits. Pulice who 
do their duty are not sore; those who don’t 
may feel aggrieved. It is not the first time 
I have made remarks about the police. I 
always referred to those who don't properly 

atrol, and perhaps these remar may 

ave to do with any bad feeling that may 
have been exhibited. I never was more con- 
vinced than now in all my official life that 
at least some patrolmen don’t properly pa- 
trol. But it appears that I can’t make a 
critical remark without the Police Depart- 
ment as a whole taking it up. 

“As to the Twenty-fifth Street incident, 
our doctors are the best judges of what our 
men need, not the police. y idea of police 
fire duty is that at a fire the police should 
keep the fire lines and let the Fire Depart- 
ment attend to the fire and its members.’”’ 

Commissioner Hayes said that he knew of 
no trouble of consequence between his de- 
partment and the police and had no com- 
ment to make on the Twenty-fitth Street 
incident, which he classed as an isolated 
case. Police Commissioner McAdoo also 
said that there was no clash between the 
departments, and classed the happenings in 
Fourteenth and Twenty-fifth Streets as 
** isolated cases.”’ 


\ PRIMATE TALKS TO GIRLS. 


Archbishop of Canterbury Addresses 
High School Pupils. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury visited the 
Wadleigh High School yesterday and made 
an address to the pupils. He arrived at 
the school building, on One Hundred and 
Fourteenth Street, between Seventh and 
Highth Avenues, in a big automobile with 
Superintendent and Mrs. Maxwell. They 
were met at the entrance by Principal John 
G. Wight and escorted to the auditorium, 
where their appearance was the signal for 
enthusiastic applause on the part of the 
1,000 pupils who had gathered there. 

Superintendent Maxwell made but a brief 
address, and then introduced the Arch- 
bishop. The Primate said: 

“I have come here with a purpose in 


view—to learn and not to teach. The op- 

rtunity is one that I am going to take 
ull advantage of during the time allowed 
me to visit the United States. My most 
eager desire is to understand rightly what 
is being done here. 

“No problem requires such constant at- 
tention as that of fitting the young for 
the work they have to do when they are 
young no longer. You probably do not 
realize the importance of this as I do, nor 
the greatness of the opportunity given you 
in a school such as this. 

“How a girl between the ages of ten 
and eighteen can be most wisely prepared 
to face the world is a problem that is be- 
ing solved here and that other countries 
are trying to solve. I shall never forget 
the opportunity of being present at such a 
school as this. It is the first I have ever 
had, and I shall bear it in mind in such a 
way as to make it bear fruit in other 
lands than this. 

‘**A people really depends on those who 
learn; and not on those who teach. You 
must endeavor to grow up to the kind of 
womanhood that is going to be the most 


useful. 

“The welfare of the land in _no_ small 
measure depends on its womankind. On 
your shoulders will rest many of the re- 
sponsibilities in the years to come. I wish 
you God’s blessings.’ 


Secretary of State Eulogizes the Presi-° 


dent In His Welcoming Speech. 

BOSTON, Oct. 8.—Secretary of State John 
Hay, representing the United States, spoke 
the word of welcome this afternoon to the 
delegates to the International Peace Con- 
gress, who assembled tn Tremont Temple 
for the first formal meeting of the thir- 
teenth annual convention. 

Secretary Hay traced briefly the war his- 
tory of the country, and pointed out that 
the country’s greatest men had been warm 
advocates of peace. He agreed with Tolstoy 
that religion is the remedy for war. He 
continued: 

“There has been no solution of continuity 
in the sentiments of our Presidents on this 
subject up to this day, McKinley deplored 
with every pulse of his honest, and kindly 
heart the advent of the war which he had 
hoped might not come in his day, and glad- 
ly hailed the earliest moment for making 
peace, and President Roosevelt has the 
same tireless energy in the work of con- 
cord that he displayed when he sought 
peace and ensued it on the field of battle. 
No Presidents in our history have been so 
faithful and so efficient as the last two 
in the cause of arbitration and of every 
peaceful settlement of differences. 

“We shall continue to advocate and to 
carry into effect, as far as practicable, 
the principle of the arbitration of such 
questions as may not be settled through 
diplomatic negotiations. We have already 
done much in this direction; we shall hope 
to do much more. The President is now 
considering the negotiation of treaties of 
arbitration with such of the European 


powers as desire them, and hopes to lay 
them before the Senate next Winter. 

And, finally, the President has, only a 
few days ago, promined, in response to the 
request of the Interparliamentary Union, to 
invite the nations to a second conference at 
The Hague to continue the beneficent. work 
of the conference of 1899. 

“It has not been thought advisable by 
the President during the past Summer to 
call the attention of the powers to a pro- 
ject which would necessarily be regarded 
by two of them, and possibly by others, 
with reference to its bearing upon the de- 
geseais conflict now raging in the Far 

ast. But as we earnestly pray that the 
return of peace may not be long delayed 
between the two nations, to both of which 
we are bound by so many historic ties, we 
may confidently look forward at no distant 
day to inviting the attention of the nations 
to this matter, and we hope we may have 
the powerful influence of this great or- 
ganization in =? their adherence.”’ 

The Right ev. John Percival, D. D., 
Bishop of Hereford, said that the European 
nations looked to the United States to lead 
in the movement for peace. He said that the 
presence of Secretary Hay, in itself, gave 
a new character to the gathering, and he 
felt grateful that the Secretary’s address 
should have been given in behalf of the 
President of the United States as well as 
in his own behalf. 

The meeting was closed by all present 
joining in a hymn written especially for 
the occasion. 


ROOSEVELT AHEAD OF KAISER. 


Germany Had Conference Proposal in 
Mind When President Spoke. 


LONDON, Oct. 3.—Sir Thomas Barclay, 
who has been prominently identified with 
the movement for establishing amity be- 
tween nations, informed The Associated 
Press to-day that the German Government 
had under consideration the calling of an- 
other conference to extend the scope of The 
Hague Convention prior to President Roose- 
velt’s recent announcement of his desire 
to take action in that direction. 

“There is thus little difficulty,” Sir 
Thomas said, ‘‘about the adoption of the 
proposal of President Roosevelt. You will 
remember that Count von Biilow stated in 
the Reichstag a couple of years ago that 
it was the intention of Germany to call a 
conference, and recent correspondence we 
have had with the German authorities 
shows the matter is being considered. 
There is, therefore, a possibility of either 
the American and German Governments 
calling a conference jointly, or that one 
will give way to the other. If all the na- 
tions will accept the proposal it will be 
one of the greatest things America has 
done. 

“T cannot think President Roosevelt has 
any intention, however, of calling a con- 
ference right away, because Russia prob- 


ably would not participate now, which 
would deter other powers from joining.” 

Sir Thomas Barclay asked The Associated 
Press to communicate the following mes- 
sage to the Boston Peace Conference: 

“IT am very sorry I am unable to attend 
the Boston conference. I attach immense 
importance to that conference, because 
such a number of distinguished, practical, 
men have taken an interest in it. The next 
greatest step taken in the history of in- 
ternational relations will, I expect, be a 
treaty of arbitration between Great Britain 
and America. I wish the conference great 
success in their. meeting.” 


BISHOP ANDREWS RETIRES. 


A Thousand Ministers Honor Him and 
His Successor, Bishop Fowler. 


The Methodist ministers of New York 
and vicinity, 1,000 strong, with many of the 
more prominent of the laity, gathered yes- 
terday morning in the Board Room of the 
Methodist Building, 150 Fifth Avenue, to 
pay tribute to Bishop E. G. Andrews, for 
sixteen years their resident Bishop, upon 
the occasion of his retirement from active 
service, and extend cordial welcome to his 
suecessor, Bishop C. H. Fowler. 

Bishop Fowler struck the keynote of the 
meeting when he epitomized the feelings 
with which he assumed his duties. 

*“T enter upon my labors,” he said, ** with 
a full sense of their responsibilities, and 
fearing none but God. I accept my trust 
secure in my belief that I will enjoy God’s 
help and your help, I know that the diffi- 
culties which are to be overcome and sur- 
mounted may not be overestimated. 

“In the city vice has all the vitality of 
spontaneity, all the force of organization, 
and, in too many instances, all the effront- 
ery of public approval. The means with 
which it may be combated are frequently 
all too weak. But it is true that where 
there is sin there is also righteousness.”’ 

The Rev. A, B. Sandford presided over the 
meeting, and the Rev. C. W. Millard pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on 
Arrangements. The Rev. Homer Eaton was 
the first.speaker on the programme. He 
said that he was delighted to know that 
Bishop Andrews was still to remain in New 
York and lend his great influence and wise 
counsels to the advancement of the Church. 
In welcoming Bishop Fowler he declared 
that he knew of no man more able to lead 
the hosts of God. 

The Rev. Henry A. Buttz, President of the 
Drew Theological Seminary, spoke on be- 
haif of the educational interests of the 
Church, and for the Newark Conference, 

Bishop Andrews was received with a ris- 
ing salute, He could hardly command his 
voice when he acknowledged the expres- 
sions of admiration, esteem, and affection 
which had been paid him. He rejoiced, he 
said, in the fact that during the long years 
of his service in New York and its vicinity 
he had never become involved in any un- 
kind passage with any minister.

ASK FOR MORE MONEY 


Appeal to Board of Estimate foi 
Larger Appropriations. 


BUT MEET WITH LITTLE FAVOR 


McClellan and Grout View Demands 
with Hostile Eyes—Rap at Max- 
well’s Meal Scheme. 


With a view to fixing the avpropriation@? 
of the annual budget the Board of Estimate 
yesterday began the customary discussion 
of the estimates put in by the various city 
departments. Nearly all the Commissioners 
and heads of bureaus asked for considerable 
increases over the amounts allowed them 
last year, and were on hand yesterday to 
justify their demands for more money. The 
board in general, and Mayor McClellan and 
Controller ‘Grout in particular, were not 
disposed to any undue generosity, and de- 
clared their intention to veto ail but abso- 
lutely necessary increases. : 

Police Commissioner McAdoo wants for 
1905 $12,055,723.65, or $962,423 more than he 
has had to spend this year. Of the larger 
amount $320,000 is to pay for 400 additional 
patrolmen. The Commissioner's printed es- 
timate did not make clear the necessity for 
the increases other than those which were 
mandatory, and Chief Police Clerk Kip was 
instructed to make out a new statement. 

Street Cleaning Commissioner Woodbury 
put in a plea for $6,561,271, or $1,113,559 
more than he had last year. For one thing, 
he said, the expense of final disposition of 
garbage in Brooklyn had increased 125 per 
cent., and he wants to institute in that bor- 
ough daily instead of weekly collections of 
garbage and ashes. Controller Grout re- 
marked that he did not think that there 
would be any formidable uprising in Brook- 
lyn if the present system is maintained un- 
til there is more money available. 

Fire Commissioner Hayes backed up his 
appeal for $6,854,363; which is $884,068 more 
than he had for 1904, More than half this 
amount is to meet grade increases in the 
salary list, and $141,000 is for new appara- 
tus. 

**Some of the apparatus we are forced to 
use are a disgrace to the city,”” the Com- 
missioner said. Fire Chief Croker nodded 
approval. 

“That is especially true of the firehouses 
in the Bronx,” added President Haffen of 
that borough. 

The Department of Bridges wants $116,884 
more than it had in 1904, or $539,922 in all. 
Some of the money, Commissioner Best 
sald, was needed for a new bridge over the 
Harlem River. 

Commissioner Tully was explaining why 
he wanted an increase of $643,000 for the 
Department of Charities over what it has 
had this year, when Controller Grout asked: 

“Supposing the board makes an appro- 
priation for midday meals for school chil- 
dren, in accordance with Mr. Maxwell’s 
suggestion, how much money would you 
need?” 

The Commissioner was formulating an 
equally facetious reply when the Mayor 
remarked: 

“The first problem we have is to provide 
for each child a full day’s schooling.” 

Subsequent remarks tended to indicate 
that Mr, Maxwell’s meal plan would not be 
adopted under the present administration. . 

Mr, Tully said that the increase of $162,+ 
000 in his estimate for salaries wag for 
new hospital help. They were paid, he said, 
anywhere from $10 to $30 a month. Presi- 
dent Ahearn questioned the competency of 
the ten-dollar-a-month attendants, and said 
that the hospital patients had a right to 


protection. In the other hospitals the sal- 
aries for similar attendants range from 23 
to 50 per cent. higher.

The honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Science was conferred 
upon Sir William Ramsay of London, re< 
cently President of the Society of Chemical 
Industry, and William H. Nicholls of thig 
city, the present President. 

The first award of the Barnard Medal of 
Columbia was made to Prof, Ramsay and 
at the same time to Lord Rayleigh in rec< 
ognition of their discovery and investiga< 
tions of the new element argon. 

The Trustees decided to name the second 
dormitory now being erected on South 
Field, adjoining Hartley Hall, in honor of

IN COMIC OPERA 


She Appears at the Broadway in 
“Love’s Lottery.” 


A WELL-MADE PRODUCTION 


Borders on Dullness—Demonstrative 
Welcome for the Prima Donna. 
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Mme. Ernestine Schumann-Heink ap- 
peared for the first time in New York last 
evening, at the Broadway Theatre, in comic 
opera of the lighter sort. It was a piece 
constructed specially for her by Messrs, 
Stange and Edwards, entitled ‘“ Love’s 
Lottery.” There was a very large audience 
present that came prepared to give Mme. 
Schumann-Heink the warmest kind of a 
welcome in her new field, and anxious to 
find all she did admirable, and to enjoy the 
new piece, 

They heard a well-written opera, with a 
real, though not a very clear, plot, the 
work of a good musician and librettist, 
both anxious to keep out of the dreary 
depths of inanity down to which the good 
name of comic opera has been dragged. 
They saw Mme. Schumann-Heink in her 
most whole-hearted spirit, entering into the 
situation with all zeal. and an inappeasable 
appetite for comedy and mischief, renewing 
her youth in looks and manners—alas, not 
in voice! and surrounded by a pleasing com- 
pany of comely and capable men and wo- 
men, dressed in quaint and gay costumes 
of the early nineteenth century. 

And yet, somehow, the gayety and spirit 
of the performance seemed forced, and the 
enthusiasm cooled gradually as the even- 
ing drew toward its close. For the piece, 
well made as it is, is too often lacking in 
spirit and movement, in genuine comic 
power, in incident, and situation. And 
while the music deserves much praise for 
the skill and artistic intelligence that lie at 
the back of it, there is a good deal of it 
that is without real distinction, originality, 
and incisiveness. There are many excellent 
numbers, but as a whole it seems dully 
good, impeccably slow. 

It does not haunt the memory; it lacks 
what the thoroughfare on which it is pro- 
duced knows as “ginger.’’ And, finally, 
the uncomfortable suspicion forces a place 
for itself that Mme. Schumann-Heink is not 
really at home in what she is doing; that 
with the best will in the world, she has to 
force the note. 

“Is my Englisch goot?’’’ she asks in one 
of the first speeches she has to make, and 
the audience laughs and applauds in high 
approval when the answer is, ‘‘Good as 
gold,”” and the same response was given 
when she came out after the first act and 
said: “‘ Ladies and gentlemen, I thank you 
with all my heart— Is my Englisch goot?’” 
That is, it is good enough for her purposes, 
which are to represent a warm-hearted, 
impulsive German laundress in an English 
village about the year 1818. 

She draws the capital prize in a lottery, 
but her ticket goes through a number of 
vicissitudes before matters are finally 
straightened out, being used in furthering 
several of the amorous complications in 
which the story is involved. There are 
English squires and gentry, country people, 
soldiers, washerwomen; and pleasant Eng- 
lish Summer scenes in village and noble 
estate. So that while things do not hap- 
pen with much rapidity or point, they hap- 
pen in picturesque surroundings, and the 
opera is at any rate an agreeable if not an 
exciting entertainment. 

It seems ungracious for those who have 
been lamenting the degradation of comic 
opera to find fault with a work that shows 
such a praiseworthy attempt as Messrs, 
Stange and Edwards have made. The 
task of the comic opera fabricators in 
roviding ‘music, ‘* lines,’’ and business for 
Ime. Schumann-Heink was much harder 
than in the case of Mme. Fritzi Scheff, 
her fellow-deserter from the Metropolitan 
Opera House last year. Mme. Scheff’s 
métier is comic opera, such as it could 
be only a delight to provide for her. But 
what was to be done for Mme. Schumann- 
Heink, the Ortrud, the Fides, the Bran- 
gaene, the Magdalene—the tragedian, the 
*Komische Alte ’’? 

The authors of “ Love’s Lottery” have 
answered the question ingeniously, if not 
altogether convincingly. Her part is one 
upon which she expends a good deal of 
rather obvious humor. She is the popular 
favorite of the village. She loves and is 
loved by Sergeant Bob Trivet; she becomes 
the unwilling confident of the villain in 
his machinations against the Squire’s petu- 
lant and pretty wife. She has a great deal 
of dialogue, and a good many German 
phrases, and comparatively few solos to 
sing. 

In the first act there are a song descrip- 
tive of the jolly time youths have in love 

d a polacca; and in the second her prin- 
c\pal number is a sentimental song. “ Sweet 
Thoughts of Home.” Mme. Schumann- 
Heink’s singing is of course far beyond 
what is ordinarily expected upon the comic 
opera stage, but it would be idle to deny 
that her voice shows traces of the severe 
demands that are made upon it in both 
quality and power. 

She is surrounded by a very good com- 
pany. Miss Louise Gunnin as Laura 
Skeffington, the Squire’s light-hearted wife, 
has great charm of person and manner » 
an agreeable light soprano voice. Wallace 
Brownlow as the bold Sergeant Trivet is 
sympathetic in appearance and sings well; 
George Tallman as Sir Henry Astor, 
and W. H. Thompson as Squire Skeffington 
are all presentable and competent in their 
singing and acting. 

John Slavin’s Irish postilion is a good 
character sketch, and H. W. Tredenick’s 
Twiller is another. The orchestra is large 
and gives a good representation of the skill. 
ful and frequently charming instrumental 
color effects in which the music abounds. 
Mr. Edwards conducted last evening. Mme. 
Schumann-Heink was several times re- 
ealled after the first act, and with her 
Messrs. Stange and Edwards, and other 
connected with the production of the opera. 


YORKVILLE THEATRE OPENS. 


Bim the Button Man Enters a Playhouse- 
less Territory. 


The Yorkville Theatre, built by M. R. 
Bimberg, who is better known as “‘ Bim the 
Button Man,” in a hitherto theatreless part 
of the city, East Bighty-sixth Street and 
Lexington Avenue, was formally opened 
last night by Miss Henrietta Crosman in 
“Sweet Kitty Bellairs,””’ which had a most 
successful run at Belasco’s. 

It was a great occasion for Yorkville and 
a greater for Bimberg. The old residents 
of the neighborhood blossomed out in all 
the glory of first nighters to such an extent 
that standing room was sold out long be- 
fore the curtain rose, ‘‘Bim” made a 
speech at the end of the third act. 

“Its a put-up job,” he declared, as he 
was led before the footlights. ‘‘ My friends 
said I wouldn’t have to talk.

“Murphy Detectives” Do Light- 
ning Change Acts. 


SOME ONE HAD BLUNDERED 


Oh, the Wild Charge They Made Into 
the Stations as Sergeants and Out 
Again as Roundsmen. 


For six hours last night sixty-five of the 
Seventy-nine .so-called Murphy Detective 
Sergeants wondered where they were at. 
Alternately they struggled between hope 
and despair. 

Prior to 4 o’clock in the afternoon they 
were Detective Sergeants, with all the ap- 
purtenances thereunto belonging. . After 
that they became plain Roundsmen, and 
went out on their tour of duty. ) 

Within an hour they were called back 
from their tours, and to all intents and pur- 
poses became Detective Sergeants again. 
Not long, however, did this golden hope 
last. 

Just before 11 o’clock there was another 
upheaval in the department, and all of the 
sixty-five were put back on patrol. It was 
the end of their last ray of hope that some- 
thing had happened to allow them to retain 
the soft berths they had so long occupied. 

Detective Sergeant Kennell, the polyglot 
attendant at Mayor McClellan's office, who 
has seen service there under four Mayors, 
was the innocent cause of all the trouble. 
The man directly responsible was the Ser- 
geant in charge of Police Headquarters 
last night, who misunderstood a conver- 
sation he had with Commissioner McAdoo, 
just before the latter left his office yes- 
terday. As a result there was more scur- 
rying in the various precincts last night 
than even a big police shake-up could bring 
about. 

The whole thing came about in this way: 
Several weeks ago Commissioner McAdoo 
came to the conclusion that the “ easy 
thing’ men, as they are known in the de- 
partment, the seventy-nine members of the 
force whom the late Commissioner Murphy 
made Detective Sergeants, were not earn- 
ing their salt. 

They had been doing desk work, had de- 
tails in various city departments, and strolled 
about the city at their own sweet will do- 
ing little besides drawing their pay. Under 
the law they were Roundsmen, with the 
titles of Detective Sergeants, and Mr. Mc- 
Adoo determined that they must be Rounds- 
men in fact as well as in name. 

He therefore issued an order that they be 
placed on patrol in the various precincts. 
That meant also that they must don uni- 
forms, which they had not worn in years. 

This order of Commissioner McAdoo’s 
went into effect yesterday. It affected only 
sixty-five of the Murphy men, bécause, at 
the request of the various precinct com- 
manders, fourteen of the detective Ser- 
geants were kept on detective duty. 

In the Tenderloin, West Forty-seventh 

Street, Fifth Street, and West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street Stations two men 
were retained. One man was retained in 
each of four others stations, and one in the 
Corporation Counsel’s office, in the Bor- 
ough of Queens. 
The remaining one of the fourteen was 
Kennell of the Mayor’s office, and he was 
kept at his post at the written request of 
the Mayor, whc said that the policeman's 
knowledge of languages was of g-eat use 
in his present position. It was cver this 
that al. the trouble occurred. 

It appears that when the order exempt- 
ing Kennell was made his name was put 
down as ‘Phelan of the Mayor's office.” 
The Sergeant at Headquarters noticed this, 
and at 5:30 las¢ rs just as the Com- 
missioner was leaving his office, the Ser- 
geant called his attention to the mistake. 
By that time the other sixty-five were out 
on patrol. 

Mr. McAdoo paid littie attention to the 
matter, realizing only that the Sergeant 
was talking about one man who was ex- 
empt, and he said: 

“Wait until to-morrow, and I'll have 
the matter attended to.”’ 

Then he left the building. The Sergeant 
puzzled over the question for some time. 
At 7:30 he came to the conclusion that 
the Commissioner wanted the whole order 
hung up, and he sent a telephone message 
to the various precincts, telling the com- 
manders to call in all the ‘“ easy-thing”’ 
men who were then out in the wiory of 
blue uniforms and brass buttons, patrolling 
their posts. He did not add any explana- 
tions, and there was consternation in every 
precinct affected. 

All the available men in the stations and 
a lot of messenger boys as well were 
pressed into service, and there was a scur- 
rying about to hunt up the men. 

“Come back to the house at once—it's 
all off!’’ was the word given as each of the 
former detectives was found, and they lost 
no time in getting back. ; 

“What's it all about?’ they inquired, 
breathlessly, as they nurried into the sta- 
tion houses. 

‘“‘I’m hanged if I know! ’’ was the answer 
they got from the precinct commanders. 

Well, where are we at? Are we Detect- 
ive Sergeants or Roundsmen?.”’ 

“ Ask me an easier one,”’ was the reply. 

‘Well, what are we to do?”’ 

“Sit down and wait.” 

Finally the matter was explained to the 
men, so far as the commanders had any in- 
formation to impart. It was immediately 
set down to “ pull,” and every one of the 
Detective Sergeants saw himself back at 
his old job. 

Meanwhile Commissioner MéAdoo was un- 
der the impression that the sixty-five were 
earning their pay. <A reporter for THE 
NEw York TrmMes found him at his house 
at 10 o’clock and asked for an explanation 
of the order calling all the men away from 
their posts. 

**T guess you've got that wrong,” he said. 
“ Fourteen of the men were exempted. The 
others are on patrol.” - 

“They were for a few hours, but thef are 
all back in the stations now,”’ he was told. 

‘“‘T never issued any such order,” he said. 

“It is in effect, just the same,”’ said the 
a ar and a minute later things hap- 

ened. 
rhe Commissioner called up Headquar- 
ters and found out that the whole order 
had been countermanded, and after some 
time he got an explanation. Then he gaive 
more orders that were unmistakable. He 
said he wanted every one of the sixty-five 
to get back to work at once, and wanted 
no more nonsense about it. 

It did not take long for the Sergeant at 
Headquarters to get that word around to 
the various precincts. The gallant sixty- 
five were sitting in the back rooms of the 
station houses wondering what was going to 
happen next when the Captains burst in 
upon them. 

“You fellows get out of here and get 
back on your posts,’’ was the startling an- 
nouncement in each case. 

“What in thunder has happened now?” 
came the startled query. 

“Don’t ask questions, but do as you're 
told.”’ 

Then the sixty-five buttoned up their 
coats, grabbed their sticks, and went forth 
into the silent night wondering what was 
going to hit them next. 

There were no explanations, and they 
won’t know until to-day what the trouble 
was all about. One thing remains assured. 
Hereafter they will act as Roundsn: 
Commissioner McAdoo is authority for

Some commission houses and a majority 
of the room traders were of the opinion yes- 
terday when the market opened that the 
Supply of stocks was so large that a reac- 
tion could hardly be averted, and on this 
theory there was a good deal of short sell- 
ing.

Dally, who had almost all of the experi- 
menting to do, was quite badly burned on 
his hands. He suffered no pain from these 
burns, but his hands looked as though they 
had been scalded. ,

peared the hands began to swell, and Mr,

STONE CUTTERS’ FIGHT ON. 
Threaten to Tie Up Many Buildings 

» Where Stone Is Used. 

The Journeymen Stone Cutters’ Union, the 
only organization in the Building Trades 
Alliance whose. ranks are not broken, gave 
new vigor to the waning cause of the alli- 
ance yesterday by declaring a strike in all 
of the stone yards in Brooklyn. The stone 
cutters have beén on strike for several days 
in nearly all of the stone yards of Manhat- 
tan and Jersey City, and the extension of 
their strike to Brooklyn will tie up the 
entire trade, and in a short time throw 
large numbers of bricklayers and other 
machanics idle. 

As in all buildings with stone facings, the 
stone is backed with brick, the bricklayers 


cannot work in these buildings if the stone 
cutters stop. The strike has no effect on 


completed; but the bricklayers on some of 
the larger buildings will be affected to-day 


or to-morrow, and @ great number will 
be idle if the strike lasts a week or a fort-
